NO NECESSITY -FOR 
SEGREGATION.- 


HON. MR. LO’S 
PROPOSAL 


At this afternoon's meeting of the 
Logialative Council, the: Hon. ‘Mr, Lo 
proposcd | an amendmint “to the 
schedule of tie Pleasure Grounds and 
Bathing Places Ordinance, fe 
effect that. private tents be allowed on 
any beach, provided they were not 
erected within thirty feet of another 
RUcEi structure or within sixty feet 
in front of any bathing shed. ; 

In putting forward reasons for his 
proposal, Mr. Lo contended that it 
wna unnecessaty to mark’ ont any 
apceia} nrens and scgregate tents 


therein, as if they were unclean 
things. o 
FAIR: DEAL 


Speaking on the BIN, the Hon. Mr. 
said: —Your Excellency, —When 
this BH) reaches the Committee Stare 
1 propose to'move the deletion of 
Regulation 2 (3) and (4) of =the 
Raaulations governing bathing places, 
But as my reasons for so doling in- 
volve n question: of principle rather 
than a mere detail of the Bil 1 tecl 
that I should submit my reasons now. 
The principle .involyed is as to what 
the Legislature shoukd do in regard 
to the conflicting, cluims and rights 
of bathlog-shed = owners and other 
members of the general public who 
desire to erect tents for thelr own 
use and convenience. [am sure, Sir. 
thet you desire ‘to give a falr deal, 
both tothe bathing-shed, owners and 
to those who desire to use tents in 
connection with thelr bathing, and thy 
only question ist—what is a fair deal? 
Lconerde at once that Government, 
having granted permits to bathing- 
shed holders for maintaining bathing 
theds In consideration of an ‘annual 
fee, should do nothing. in derogation 
of its own grant. But as tents, to a 
greater or less extent, have been In 
use for a long time, bathIng-shed 
holders must be presumed to hole 
thelr bathing sheds with the snow" 
Yedge of the probability, or ever ccr~ 
tainty, of tents being erected near 
sucht sheds, : : 
The number of bathing-shed own- 
ers in relation to the number ‘of 
potential bathers In the Colony must 
be infinitesimally small, The fuct 
that bathing sheds are on yearly per- 
mits may well give a false view as to 
the precariousness of their holding, 
with its equally misleading implicu- 
tion that members of the general pub- 
ie may, and do, Ket thelr turns of 
being bathing-shed owners. In point 
of fact we know that bathing sheds 
are held:more or less in mortmain, 
Hathing-shed proprictors, cither orl- 
ginal owners or assignees from orl- 
final owners, must of necessity belong 
to 4 lass which can afford the capital 
outlay in the construction of the shed 
and the annual rent. payable to 
Government—both falrly expensive 
items. No one begrudges the shed 
owners thelr sheds, or the amenities 
avhich such structures afford. But I

SHED OWNERS’ VIEWS 


On the Ist July, which was a Bank 
Holiduy, I took the trouble to visit 
Repulse Bay and to seek the views of 
various shed owners. Before setting 
out such views, I may’ mention that 
I did not sce a single tent in that 
lon. stretch of beach which fronts 
The Lido.

atmosphere of. the place. 

‘The restrictions which ‘I sugested 
relate to the distance between the 
sheds and the tents, the distance be- 
taveen the tents themselves and the
